medicine were learned today by the United Press. 


They are in brief: That a doctor may prescribe 4 7-8 gal 


lonh of beer for each ailing patient during any 30 days period 
that the doctor must give good and sufficient reasons for pre 
-cnbing beer. 


He must not prescribe tho maximum oftener than ever;* 


30 days but there is no limit to the number of patients 
foi 


whom he may prescribe. 


Manufacture of real beer cannot be carried on 
in 
the 


same plantf used for the manufacture of near beer which con 
tains 1-2 of one per cent alcohol. 


Breweries will sell only to wholesale druggists, who 
ii 


turn will sell to retail druggists who will have to have permit 
to sell real beer.
